This  being  the  last  report  under  the  old  management,  the  Trustees 
and  Committees  tender  their  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  of  the 
loyalty  of  all  who  have  given  their  support. 

It  is  now  generally  known  that  the  Hospital  has  amalgamated  with 
the  Halesowen  Nurse  Fund  and  Charity  Sports  Committtees  and  will  in 
future  be  known  as  “  The  Halesowen  Cottage  Hospital  and  Charities 
Committee,”  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Subscribers  and  Donors  and  all 
helpers  will  continue  their  support  and  interest  to  the  New  Management. 
We  feel  sure  that  the  important  changes  will  be  for  the  good  of  the  district 
There  should  be  greater  interest  all  round,  as  it  is  so  arranged  that  the 
Trustees  and  Committees  will  include  some  of  the  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 
who  have  served  cn  the  Nurse  Fund  and  Charity  Sports  organizations  for 
many  years,  and  their  knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  the  district  will 
be  of  material  assistance  to  the  new  management.  ■ 

The  Hospital  is  now  recognized  as  being  a  valuable  asset  to  the 
community  and  no  one  can  speak  with  more  authority  than  the  Patients 
themselves  who  have  been  treated  in  the  Institution. 

The  Officials  are  much  indebted  to  the  Doctors,  Matron,  Nursing 
Staff  etc.  for  their  kind  co-operation  and  for  the  skilful  way  in  which  they 
have  carried  out  their  work  during  the  past  year.  Also  special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  excellent  results  of  the  Ladies  Entertainment 
Committee  (including  the  Carnival),  the  continued  success  of  the  Police 
in  their  Football  competitions,  and  other  Societies  and  Associations  who 
have  done  exceedingly  well  and  assisted  us  to  secure  an  income  for  the 
year  of  over  £1000. 

The  Committee  consider  the  Balance  Sheet  most  satisfactory,  and 
although  the  deficiency  is  more  than  last  year  it  is  due,  principally,  to 
the  cost  of  improvements,  renovations  and  extra  nursing  staff  for  serious 
cases.

RULES. 


1 —  The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  and  treatment  of 
emergency  cases  of  sickness  and  accident  within  a  radius  of  five  miles  of 
the  town  of  Halesowen,  and  such  parts  of  the  parish  as  may  be  beyond  that 
limit.  Suitable  cases  are  defined  as  those  requiring  treatment  as  inpatients, 
and  these  must  (except  in  cases  of  accident)  be  bona-fide  residents  within 
the  said  radius.  No  out  patients’  department  is  provided. 

2 —  No  case  shall  be  admitted  that  would  ordinarily  go  to  Infirmary 
except  in  case  of  extreme  urgency. 

3 —  The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  management  of  a  Committee  and 
Trustees,  together  with  President,  Vice-President,  Honorary  Secretary,  who 
shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  to  meet  quarterly. 

4. — The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  January,  at  which 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  and  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure, 
with  the  Balance  Sheet  for  the  past  year,  shall  be  presented.  No  alteration 
in  the  Rules  shall  be  made  unless  notice  thereof  be  given  in  the  Circulars 
and  advertisements  convening  the  Annual  Meeting. 

5 —  -The  House  Committee  (four  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum)  shah 
meet  once  a  month  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  Committee, 
or,  in  the  absence  of  any  such  appointment,  then  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
every  month. 

6 —  Visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  appointed  by  the  House  Committee. 

7 —  The  General  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  bye-laws  and  do 
all  such  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  hospital, 
and  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  number. 

8 —  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  posts  of  Honorary 
Medical  or  consulting  Officers,  the  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to 
fill  the  same,  such  appointment  to  be  confirmed  at  the  next  Annual 
Meeting. 

9 —  The  General  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Matron  who  shall  reside  in 
the  Hospital  and  they  may  povide  further  assistance  if  and  when  required. 

10 —  Admission  will  be  free  to  all  deserving'  patients,  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee  reserving  to  themselves  the  right  to  make  a  charge  in  such  cases 
as  they  may  deem  fit. 

11 —  No  midwifery  cases,  or  persons  labouring  under  mental,  contagious 
or  incurable  diseases,  shall  be  admitted.

12- -Cases  of  accident  and  emergency  requiring  immediate  hospital 
treatment  will  be  admitted  forthwith;  Medical  and  Surgical  cases  will  be 
admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Attendant. 

15 — Subscriptions  shall  be  paid  in  advance.  No  person  shall  take  part 
three  weeks  without  the  consent  of  the  House  Committee 

14 —  Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing,  will  be  provided  in  the 
Hospital.  Patients  shall  submit  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital  and 
not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source  without  the  sanction  of 
their  Medical  Officer. 

15 —  Subcriptions  shall  be  paid  in  advance.  No  person  shall  take  part 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  Hospital,  nor  be  entitled  to  any  privileges  as  a 
subscriber  unless  his  or  her  subscription  for  the  current  year  shall  have 
been  paid. 

16 —  Donors  of  twenty  guineas  shall  become  Life  Governors. 

17—  — The  Hospital,  Land  and  Buildings  and  all  property  devoted  to  the 
use  of  the  Hospital,  and  all  legacies  bequeathed  to  it,  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Trustees,  who  shall  invest  or  otherwise  deal  with  all  legacies  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee.  The  Trustees  for  the  time  being  shall 
be  indemnified  out  of  the  property1  of  the  Hospital  against  all  losses  and 
expenses  which  they  may  incur  or  sustain  as  Trustees. 

18 — Of  any  legacy  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital,  one  half  at  least  of  the 
amount  received  under  the  bequest  shall,  unless  otherwise  specified  by 
the  Testator,  be  placed  to  the  Endowment  Fund.
